“Whereas the manufacturers.’ asso¬ 
ciation have proposed to the federal 
government that a permanent commis¬ 
sion be formed to regulate the tariff, 
be it.resolyeh that, in view of the fact 
that all commissions have been a 
farce while entailing an enormous ex¬ 
penditure, the U. F. A. condemns the 
procedure, considering it the duty of 
membres of parliament to study this 
important matter, and to deal with it 
in the-fOTuae.

The ranchers 
of the San Joaquin Valley, California 
negotiated contract renewals for his 
services for eight consecutive years; 
the farmers of eastern Oregon did the 
■same for three years; and practically

WILL SUPPLY SEED OATS 


Consideration is being given by the 
Dyninion trade commissioner to the 
problem of suplying seed oats' to 
farmers in districts where that crop 
was last season a partial or total fail¬ 
ure. Possibly 400,000 bushels of seed 
oats may be required in Ontario and 
Quebec, and a much larger quantity 
in southern Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan. 

The Canadian government seed pur¬ 
chasing commissipn has already sub¬ 
stantial supplies in store In the interi¬ 
or terminal elevators, and large quan¬ 
tities of good, quality early-harvested 
oats are. still to come forward. 

Alberta and Saskatchewan requir- 
ments will be given first consideration 
from the seed oats procured in these 
provinces, while the shortage in On¬ 
tario and Quebec, it is believed, may 
quite easily be met from Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island and eastern Nova Scotia. 

It is explained that there is a gen¬ 
eral- tendency on the part of farmers 
who have seed oats for sale to with¬ 
hold them until later in the winter, 
while the movement of seed oats h&£ 
been delayed because transportation 
has been needed for coal, feed find 
livestock, ..... 


minenb in southern California 
group of men has been ready to 
finance a call for the man the Pacific 
Coast persistently calls “the rain¬ 
maker.” 

In the summer of 1906 Hatfield Was 
called to the Klondike. The placer 
miners around Dawson City, in the 
Yukon Valley, lacking water for the 
sluicing and washing of their gold- 
bearing gravel, were unable to pro¬ 
ceed with the usual summer clean-up, 
and therefore, aiejed by the Dominion 
Government, they ofRft'ed Hatfield a 
bonus of $10,000 if he could bring the 
district a good drought-breaking rain.. 
The test began on June eleventh jsnd 
continued to July twentieth, during 
which a total of over four inches of 
rain was recorded, the greatest the 
vicinity had ever experienced during 
this season. 1 

In March, 1912, for $4,000 offered 
by ranchers and' business men, the 
Rain Fellow engaged to fill the huge 
reservoir owned by a co-operative ir¬ 
rigation company at Hemet, Riverside 
County, California. Less - than two

If you are at all 
familiar with the spirit that rules the 
small western town today' you must 
know that in general the interest a- 
mong the farmers in regard to U.F.A. 
work and enterprises is rather de¬ 
creasing and that the question of a 
remedy is just now what is puzzling 
most of the devoted and interested 
leaders. 

The U.F.A. locals throughout the 
west are of a very varied type and it 
would be impossible to find one of 
those balsams or liniments that heal 
all sickness or disease. Reading the 
different resolutions to be brought be¬ 
fore the annual convention in Calgary 
you will find to your great surprise 
resolutions of very high and noble 
character spring up from some little 
backwoods place, and to your greater 
surprise yet, you find that some of the 
largest locals are almost dead, while 
they should really take the lead. This 
particular trait of character seems to 
indicate a gradual slackening of inter¬ 
est in the locals as they grow and de¬ 
velop, and this again will le ad us to 
the root of the evil which in this case 
seems to be found in the manner of 
conduct and organization of such lo¬ 
cals. It is therefore our duty to 
study the ways and means possible of 
leading the U.F.A. locals to a suc¬ 
cessful end and to obtain a maximum 
of efficiency. In Ahe history of most 
all the U.F.A. locals we will find the 
following conditions prevailing: 

A fe\« very enthusiastic members 
have given it the start and have been 
able to arouse some interest. Per¬ 
haps for quite a long while they have 
been, able to maintain the same, 
though passive interest, and in some 
cases they even succeeded to increase 
it. Finally, getting tired of pushing 
and pulling alone, those few on the 
lead gave in and more or less dropped 
it Then the final result was gradu¬ 
al loss of interest with all the mem¬ 
bers.

inches of rain had fallen in this val- 
*ley in the eleven months previous, and 
as a result the reservoir was nearly 
dry. Day after day clouds had form¬ 
ed overhead, only later to drift away 
without releasing their moisture. Two 
days after Mr. Hatfield began opera¬ 
tions, however, there was a rain that 
yielded 1.94 inches. He continued his 
demonstrations'for several days more 
and when he removed his towers the 
precipitation totalled 11.79 incber-~4n 
the meantime the water in the reser¬ 
voir rose twenty-two feet, tfiif con¬ 
tract was much more than filled. 

His greatest success, measured by 
inches of rainfall, was at San Diego 
in January, 191(5. The city and much 
of the surrounding farm land depend 
upon the great Morena reservoir for 
water, and, due to a prolonged 
drought, this reservoir was nearly 
empty. Ih fact, it had never contained 
more than h third of its capacity since 
it was built many years before. The 
contract was made with Mr. Hatfield 
to fill the artificial lake to overflow¬ 
ing within a year. The amount offer¬ 
ed for accomplishing v"the feat was 
$10,000, and was to be paid by the 
city, through the city council. Since 
the^reservoir has a capacity of about 
eighteen billion gallons, the undertak¬ 
ing naturally looked big. But Mr. Hat¬ 
field got busy with his paraphetttalii^

and within a few days it had begun to 
rain. ) 

The start was somewhat mild, but 
it was not long until there began a 
real downpour. In fact, in a certain 
single day -of twenty-four hours the 
fall of water. reached the terrible total 
of 16.30 inches. And iir less than' 
twenty-seven' days, or in less than 
one twelfth of the time allotted for 
the work, the lake was filled to a 
point where the water*-rushed over 
the top of the high dam and farmed 
a raging and ravaging river. In some 
parts of the district the precipitation 
in these twenty-seven days was in 
excess of forty inches. It wasn’t just 
a case of the country going wet, 
where a drought had prevailed for 
months, but a genuine flood.

says Mr. Hatfield. “It is only scien¬ 
tific. The problem involved in the 
production of rain by artificial means 
resolves itself into the matter of some¬ 
what localizing the ever-present air- 
bbrne moisture and condensing it to 
the point of precipitation. To acconf* 
plish this I use certain chemicals, the 

5 aracter of which must naturally re- 
ain my secret. I work from towers 
>out thirty-five feet high, on which 
have great evaporating tanks. The 
fumes of the chemicals, by means of 
the heat I use, are.mixed with the sur¬ 
rounding air, which results in what 
you may term an overturning of the 
atmosphere. This first produces 
clouds, cirrus clouds, the forerunners 
of rain-clouds. In a short time these 
cirrus clouds, develop into a nimbus, 
or rain-cloud. Yes, it is all very 
simple. My system is not one of bom¬ 
barding the heavens, nor do I merely 
trust to luck. You can understand 
that luck isn’t going to favor the same 
man something like five hundred 
tjmes handrurining.” 

In the old dog days young Hatfield 
vns a solicitor for sewing machines. 
Nearly every night, however, he spent; 
delving into the mysteries of penum¬ 
bra and cirrus, air. strata and all the 
queer habits of the realm above. He 
states that the problem" of producing 
or inducing rain unnaturally first be¬ 
gan troubling his mind during Cali¬ 
fornia’s well-remembered drought 
years of 1897 td 1900. During those 
years there was hardly any rain at all 
in southern California, and gjelat suf¬ 
fering resulted. Yet clouds ajd even 
fogs were common, but for some 
reason the ever.-hoped-for rains were 
withheld. The condition set the youth 
to thinking. Wasn’t it possible to lend 
Nature just a little assistance? The 
answer, he says, is yes.
